FAVORABLE 


AT THIS TIME. 


Plowing Has Already Commenced for 


Next Year's Crop of Wheat—The 


'Weekly Bulletin. 


General rains fell on July 29 and 30 


and scattered showers occurred Aug- 
ust 2. Ihe rainfall was- light in cen- 
tral counties. Warm weather prevail- 
ed during the first and 'ast of the 
week, but Friday and Saturday were so 
unusuallj cool that the average for 
the week has been below the normal. 


The drought was affecting 
most 


crops seriously in central and southern 
districts, and in a few places the rain- 
fall has not been sufficient to improve 
conditions to any extent. In a few 
northeastern counties, however, it is 
too wet. 


Conditions have been favorable for 


harvesting and threshing. The wheat 
yields are especially disappointing tti 
the south. 
Plowing has been begun 


for the next wheat crop . Oats are 
promising only fair c<-op: there, is some 
rust in the north 
Barley is very poor. 


Buckwheat is stating well. 


Most of the hay has been secured in 


good condition; the yield is especially 
good in the eastern counties, maay cor- 
respondents reporting much above the 
average and some the largest for years. 
Pastuies are poor inthe southwest, but 
fanly good elsewhere. Reports on the 
clover seed prospect are variable, but 
generally poor to fair. Some fields of 
corn are making good growth, but or. 
the whole the prospect is not at all 
promising. 


Potatoes have been affected by the 


drought in the southwest and by too 
much rain on low ground in the north- 
east: the prospect is only fair. Garden 
crops arb poor to fair. Tobacco is 
making excellent growth in eastern dis- 
tricts, but has been affected by the 
drought in southwestern; it is being 
topped in Clark county. 


Apples have developed well where 


there has been sufficient rainfall and 
the outlook is improving; the drought 
has caused some dropping

Of Newark-Zanesville Line 


To be Finished by 


January 1. 


Advocate Staff Correspondent Goes 


Over New Route. 


Nearly 100 Teams Now Employed—Black Hand Tun- 


nel Only Electric Road Tunnel in Ohio-The 


Camp-Description of Tunnel Making. 


By the first of January, 1904, at least, 


maybe before that time, citizens of 
Newark will be situated so that they 
may take, what will undoubtedly 
t>e 


the most beautiful trolley ride in the 
United States, going over the complet- 
ed interurban electric line now under 
course of construction between this 
city and Zanesville. 


For many years the scenery along 


construction that is going on within 
the borders of this county, that is at- 
attracting the attenion of every syndi- 
cae or capitalist, civil engineer or con- 
tractor engaged in this line of work in 
the United States, t 


Advocate Man on the Work. 


The correspondent accompanied by 


Mr. Fred S. Hosteller of the Blodgett 


the B. & O.'s stretch of 25 miles of Company, went to Zanesville and there 
track between these two citTes, h&6 
been the most striking of any along its 
various lines, except the mountain 
scenery, which is altogether of a dif- 
ferent kind of grandeur. This scenery 
has been featured and illustrated In 
the Blue books of that company ,and 
its advertising folders as one of the 
attractions to draw travel to its route. 


The B. & O. steam road follows, al- 


most exactly the course of the Licking 
river between the county seats of Lick- 


j ing and Muskingum counties and where 
The police reported last week the 


arrest of two young thieves who were 
accused of stealing 300 pounds of nu- 
man hair from a dealer, says the New 
York Sun. 


"There is probably some mistake 


about the case," remarked 
another 


dealer. "If the hair they stole was only 
average quality American 'hair, and 
they had 300 pounds of it, its value 
was in the neighborhood of $50,000. If 
it wag fine imported hair, its value 
might easily have been'$250,000. 


"Haiir is the most expensive com- 


modity on the market, short of radium 
and diamonds. It costs $100 an ounce. 

If the youth- 
ful imeak thieves had made away 
with hair of this quality their swag 
would have 'been in the neighborhood 
of $480,000. 


"But this expensive hair necessarily 


exists in very small quantities. That 
is why it is so rare and so expensive, through the heart of an orchard which

Securing Rights of Way. 


The rights of way have been practi-

These rights were secured from 
owners of land lying contiguous for a 
distance of nearly 30 miles and involv- 
ed an immense amount of labor and 
business judgment. Every man is not

20 between Black 
Hand and Nashport, 10 between Nash- 
port an Pleasant Valley, 16 at Pleas- 
ant Valley, and 15 at Dillon's Falls. 
Others will be hired. For an outfit of 
10 teams is required 10 drivers, two 
at the wheels, 1 on the "dump," 1 at 
the plow loosening the dirt, a water 
boy, stableman and foreman, besides 
several laborers, to that with • the 
cooks a 10 team outfit means about 25 
men connected witrl'it.

Blasting at Black Hand. 


At Black Hand, besides the "grad- 


ers" are the "blasters," as here the 
solid rock has to be removed to make 
way for the new road. 
Near 
here 


there are four cuts through solid rock, 
;he largest being 800 feet long and at 
the highest point 40 feet above the 
level of the rails. This is done princi- 
pally by blasting, aud this dangerous 
work is !"». charge of men "who are ex- 
perts. 


The foremen of blasting gangs, di- 


rect the entire work and receive large 
wages. They give the angle at which, 
the hole shall be put into the rock, 
and 
the 
amount 
of explosive 
to 


be used. This explosive may be dyna- 
mite or giant powder, but it is all 
known among the blasters as "pow- 
der." For blasting off large pieces of 
rock, powder is better than dynamite, 
and to get the best results the rock is 
"sprung" at the top with small charges 
of dynamite, and in the crevices thus 
made all the powder posible is put in 
for the final explosion. 
To throw off 


a piece of rock weighing hundreds of 
tons, leaving 
a smooth 
face on the 


main rock, which needs little "trim- 
ming," is the acme of art, and a look 
at the blasts along this part of the 
work will convince anyone 'that it was 
done by experts. Two hundred kegs 
of powder were used in one shot re- 
cently, west of Black Hand rock, which 
sent a piece of rock half as large as 
the High school building, crashing into 
the water below, leaving the face of 
the rock smooth and in perfect condi- 
tion. 
Only Electric Road Tunnel in Ohio. 


Of course cuts and fills are the prin- 


cipal means xised to secure a level 
road bed, but there is one piece of en- 
gineering on the C. N. & Z. interurban 
which has more than usual interest, 
not only to those interested in this 
line of work, but also to the general 
public. This is the tunnel at Black 
Hand, which is nearing completion. It 
is the only tunnel used on an electric 
road in Ohio and one of the very ,few 
in the world. 


The work of constructing this tun- 


nel is the most arduous, expensive and 
important on the line of construction. 
When the ^engineers passed the Black 
Hand rock they encountered a big hill 
known as Red Rock, and after all other 
plans of passing it had been abandon- 
ed as not feasible, it was decided to 
tunnel directly through the solid rock, 
This is being done and when complet 
ed the funnel will be 340 feet long, 18 
feet high and 16 feet wide, the hill of 
rock rising above the top of" the tun- 
nel to the height of 60 feet. The east- 
ern approach to this tuunel is a rocl: 
cut 150 feet long, while the western 
opening is sheer into the rock. 


Tunnel Work is Very Dangerous. 
The work of tunnel making is done 


under the direction of "tunnel fore 
men," men especially trained in work 
within the very bowels of the earth 
These men are not numerous as few of 
the "outside men," will learn the dan- 
gerous and hard work of building tun- 
nels. The fumes of the explosives 
which remain for hours after a shot

Two fpatents, almost id"en- 
tical in tenor, were recently issued to 
Mr. Tesla. the invention which they 
cover geems to constitute a distinct im- 
provement in wireless telegraphy, and 
its character and purpose are perfect- 
ly intelligible.

These might have frequencies pro- 
portioned to each other in some such 
fashion as 13 to 17, or 37 and 43, or 
73, 89 and 101. Only a receiver which 
bad been tuned to respond to two or 
three selected rates of vibration, when 
all were in use, would be able to pick 
up a message thus sent.

1'ope Pius X. is sixty-eight years 


olti. He was born at lliese, in the prov- 
ince of Venice, and was educated in 
the Salesian institute at I'ottoleugo. 


bis availability was commented upon 
by the really thoughtful writers more 
frequently than that of any other car- 
dinal. As an example, a special cor- 
respondent of a prominent American 
daily last April wrote as follows to his 
paper concerning Cardinal Sarto and 
the papacy: 


was always of u serious turn of mind 
aud when a young man his rector said 
to him that he had "ue\er been a 
child." 


Cardinal Sarto was not "discovered" 


until he had reached middle age. He 
was a parish priest in the province of 
Venice for the most ot his years and 
finally became a bishop. His high ex- 
ecutive qualities and unexcelled learn- 
ing became known soon after liis ele- 
vation and were recognized by the au- 
thorities of the church. 
It was not 


until 1SD3 that he was created a cardi- 
nal, at which time he was also named 
as patriarch of Venice. 
Thus 
the 


modest but able parish priest became 
the head of the province in \\ liich he 
had served so many years in a lowly 
position. Ilis selection was made by 
the consistory of 181)3. which was com- 
pelled to sue the throne for the privi 
lege of installing him as patriarch of 
Venice. In'return for this concession, 
which wa.s made through Premier 
Crispi, the church appointed an ecclesi- 
astical vicar apostolic in northeastern 
Africa to assist the premier in his pet 
scheme of extending the African colo- 
nies. 


Cardinal Sarto had not been in office 


patriarch of Venice, the friend 
patron of Abbe Perosi, the compoS,-^ 
who Is at the present moment regard- 
ed not only throughout Italy, but like- 
wise in the principal capitals of Eu- 
rope, as destined to become the nest 
pope. So little has been heard of him 
until now in connection with the papal 
succession that he may be regarded in 
the light of a dark horse in the race, 
which is perhaps due to the fact that 
lie rarely goes to Rome, that he has 
never been a resident .of the Eternal 
City, and that from the time of bis be- 
ing appointed vicar general of the dio- 
cese of Tre\iso until now he has held 
steadily aloof from all the projects of 
the curia. 


"The vast majority of the Italian car- 


dinals, and especially those who. form- 
ing part of the curia, are established 
in the Eternal City, have won their 
promotion to the sacred college <i3 
members of the diplomatic service of 
the papacy rather than as priests. And 
when a prelate has spent the greater - 
portion of his life iu diplomacy, and 
has found it the stepping stone to high 
honors, it naturally leaves him at the 
close of his career as representative 'of 
the Vatican abroad, with a greater

Pope Leo's prediction was considered 


remarkable by reason of the fact that 
because of Sarto's position with refer- 
ence to a modus vivendi between the 
church and the state he seemed to be 
on that important point directly op- 
posed to Leo. For instance. Cardinal 
Sarto publicly announced his joy when 
there wore strong probabilities of a 
union between church and state, and 
his acceBslon to the pontificate has long 
been regarded in certain quarters as 
the solution of the Roman problem so 
long unsolved and so long a cause of 
dissension over all Italy, to say nothing 
of its bearing upon the attitude of oth- 
er Catholic countries. Cardinal Saito 
is noted for his prudence, having never 
meddled with politics, and for extreme 
independence. He is also a pntron o£ 
the arts, and launched Father Lorenzo 
Perosl. the cefcbrated priest composer. 


The cardinal is recognized as one of 


the most learned men in the church.

of Ins office at Rome. Many persons 
declare that it is imperative that the 
next pontiff should be a prelate who 
would devote his entire energies to re- 
forms of an administrative and eco- 
nomic character, aud likewise' to the 
more rigid enforcement of the doc- 
trines and discipline of the church. 


"Cardinal Sarto, the patriarch of Ven- 


ice, is the man of all others \vho fills 
these requirements. 
He is probab'y 


the most able adminstrator of the Ital- 
ian episcopacy, combines firmness and 
determination with abundant tact and 
common sense, and has managed to in- 
stitute a number of very practical re- 
forms in his archdiocese of Venice 
without giving offense either to the cler- 
gy or to the laity. He avoids all news- 
paper notoriety. Indeed, his name is 
rarely mentioned in the press. He has 
always understood how to maintain 
an agreeable yet dienified modus vi- 
vendi with the Italian authorities, 
from whom he derives his stipend, and 
has shown his enlightenment by the 
vigorous campaign which he ha» car- 
ried on against the veneration of relics 
of questionable authenticity.
